Tin* 
m ine owners are hopeful of the suc­ 
cess of the measure, while the leaders 
In tile union are still m aintaining that 
they w ill fight any sn h injunction, if 
granted, to the end. 
Tin* sheriff has sworn in about I F>0 
m ore deputies who are to he ready for 
a call to dutv at any minute after the 
de] art m e of the troops. 


WANTS TROOPS TO REMAIN 


Senator Newlantls Confers W ith S e c ­ 
retary Taft. 


W ashington, Dec. 28.- Senator New- 
lands of Ney ula is endeavoring to pre­ 
vent a w ithdraw al of the governm ent j 
troops from Goldfield until some other 
means of protection is held. H e called j 
upon Secretary Taft at the w ar depart­ 
ment and strongly urged that the ex­ 
ecution of the order in ned by the see 
netar\ 
for 
the 
w ithdraw al 
of

troops next Monday be suspended until 
lie has had an opportunity to com m uni­ 
cate with G overnor Sparks and en­ 
deavor to induce him to fa ll the N e ­ 
vada 
legislature together. 
Se cretary 
Taft has been advising with Se cretary 
Root on this snbpoc! and it is probable 
that the president w ill be com m uni­ 
cated with at 
Pin e Knot. 
T h ere is 
every disposition to refrain from b reak ­ 
ing In uiion his privacy at this tim e 
and the only excuse for doing so is 
found iii the fact that unless the orig i­ 
nal order is modified, the troops must 
leave Goldfield next Monday m orning 
and before the president returns to 
W ashington. 
Adm inistration 
officials 
feel that tile present situation in tile 
m atter of Coldfield's ease cannot be 
continued in view of the doubt that 
exists as to the constitutional and legal 
right of the executive to em ploy any 
part of the regular arm y in N evada 
under 
present 
conditions. 
G overnor 
Sp ark s’ attention has been repeatedly 
called to the fact that this constitu­ 
tional doubt might he rem oved by the 
sim ple device of railin g together the 
state legislature, when that body could 
either give w arrant to the use of the 
federal troops or provide by legislation 
for raising a state force of some kind, 
either m ilitia or police, sufficient to 
insure the m aintenance ( f peace and 
the observance of the law in Goldfield. 
It Is believed that Senator N ew ian d ’s 
appeal is an indication of the w illin g 
ness of the governor to recall his re­ 
fusal to convene the legislature in s e s ­ 
sion, and it' this belief is w ell founded 
the governm ent troops would probably 
be retained at Goldfield until some oth­ 
er arrangem ent can be made.

MYSTERY UNSOLVED. 


Police Baffl ed by M u r d e r of W om an in 
New Jersey. 


New York, Dec. 28 
The m ystery 
surrounding the circum stances of the 
murder of the unknown young wa rn an 
whose body 
was found nearly 
sub­ 
merged in a pond in the outskirts of 
Harrison. N. .1., appears no nearer so­ 
lution than when the body was discov­ 
ered. The theory which the detectives 
are working on is that the woman 
came to her death in Neyvark and that 
her body was carried to tho lonely 
pond so that the real scene of the 
Clime and tile identity of the slayer 
might lie concealed. 
The N ew ark po­ 
lite are searching for the slayer, who 
Is believed to have met the young wo­ 
man by appointm ent in N ew ark and 
thmi lured her to her death. 
Evid e n ce 
was found that tim* woman w as seen 
in N ew ark on Christm as eve by W ill­ 
iam Snyder, a carpenter, who stated. 
after seeing tim' body, that the young 
woman had spoken to him in N ew ark 
on the night 
before C hristm as and 
asked to be directed to a restaurant. 
He said the woman told him that she 
was a stranger. 
Chief Rogers of H a r­ 
rison and th * detectives w orking un­ 
der his direc tion admit that they are 
unable to throw any light on the case. 
County Ph ysician Converse viewed 
the body of the woman, but did not 
perform Hie autopsy which the police 
helped would determ ine w hether tile 
woman was drugged or strangled. The 
body shows no evidence of a struggle. 
The police assert that the m urderer 
knew the locality where he sought to 


J conceal the body, as the pond is ex­ 
trem ely difficult of access in the clay 
tim e and only one who was w ell ac­ 
quainted w ith the neighborhood would 
atterniit to reach the* place at night

MANY CARS 
BUILT 
Chicago, Dec. 27.— Railroads of 
country and Canada have spent 
proximately half a billion dollars 
rolling stock this year. 
This covers 
only the cost of products of car build­ 
ing concerns anil does not include cars 
and locomotives constructed in the rail­ 
road shops. 
According to the Railroad Gazette 
the effect of the financial slump will be 
felt by car builders next year. 
Orders 
for new equipment to be delivered dur­ 
ing 1908 have fallen off greatly. 
The total number of cars built in the 
United States and Canada this year is 
289,645, against 243,670 in, 1906. 
Of 
those built this year, 284,188 were 
freight 
cars and 
5,457 
passenger 
coaches. 
The output of locomotives 
was 7,362 against 6,952in 1906. Freight 
cars cost an average of $1,-100, an in­ 
crease of $100; passe n?er cars, $8,500, 
an increase of $500; locomotives, $16,- 
000, an increase of from $500 to $1,000. 
Taking these figures as a basis, the to- 
i tai expenditure for rolling stock 
was 
$477,000,000, an increase of 25 per cent 
over last year. 
The mileage added this year was 5,- 
220, against 5,623 in 1906. 
Only 349 miles of road went into the 
hands of receivers this year against 
a 
total mileage of 175 were sold under 
r foreclosure.

IN COO!) CONDITION 


Duluth Herald: 
Thanks to the good 
weather conditions th at have prevailed 
thus far this winter, the roadbeds of 
several railroads entering Duluth are 
probably in b etter shape to stand J the 
winter traffic than they have bee* for 
many years past. 
Practically all the extra gangs'^ have 
now been done away with, except in 
actual construction work, and the sec­ 
tion crews have been reduced to the 
usual w inter size. 
As there is very 
little work to be done along the tracks 
in cold weather, 
the companies make 
it a practice to cut down the number of 
men employed in the section gangs as 
soon as the roadbeds have been put in 
condition to stand the w ear and tear of 
winter. 
Two or three men in winter 
take the place of ten or twelve in sum­ 
mer. 
The Wisconsin Central is just now 
employing more common labor than 
any of the other lines in its construc­ 
tion work. 
Every piece of right of 
way along the entire Duluth extension 
that has not already been completed 
has a crew of men at work on it. There 
are only a few odd pieces that have not 
been finished up, and it will only be 
about a month now before the laying of 
rails into Superior will be completed. 
The bridge work is almost finished.
